Pekin, China, March 11.—Brigands 
today sacked and burned the city of 
Lao Ho-Kow, killed Dr. T. Froyland 
a Norwegian missionary, and wound- 
ed several^ other foreigners, including 
the Rev. O. M. .'Sama, another Norwe- 
gian. 
Upwards of 500 brigands ob- 
tained entrance to the city by means 
of treachery trom within. 
They im- 
mediately - plied torch and sword all 
around. They burned down: the Asiat- 
ic Petroleum and the Singer Buildings 
and looted the British and American 
tobacco companies' premises. 
Secure Fire Arms. 
Afterwards they proceeded to th'e 
arsenal where they secured 700 rifles, 
several field guns and much ammu- 
nition.

St. Louis, Mo., March 11.—One hun- 
dred men working under the city's 
twenty-four bridge carpenters, today 
began digging away the ruins of the 
Missouri Athletic Club, under which 
lie buried bodies of twenty to thirty 
five members'Who lost their lives in 
the fire which destroyed the seven 
story club building Monday morning. 
Ten bodies were found yesterday and 
the day before. 


At the same time investigation into 
the causes of the fire were opened by 
a coroner's jury and a joint committee 
from both branches of the municipal 
assembly with a view of placing re- 
sponsibility for the greatest death toll 
of any fire in the city's history. 
Fire officials and the building com- 
mission declared they warned, the club 
management that the building was a 
fire trap, but that suggested improve- 
ments were not made. The joint 'com- 
mittee inquiry into the truth of these 
charges will be followed by a gen- 
eral investigation of the fire escaping 
anti fire protection facilities of all 
theatres,., clubs and hotels in the city.

LAWS MUST NOT CONFLICT 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZKTTE.] 
Madison, Wis., Carch 11.—Judge E. 


Ray. 
Stevens, Dane 
county 
circuit 
court, has rendered a decision hold- 
ing that local ordinances must not 
conflict with state laws, but that a 
city may pass laws not inconsistent 
with legislative acts. Municipalities 
may by ordinance impose penalties 
for the commission of the same act 
which may have been made a penal 
offense under the Jaws of the state. 
Ordinances in conflict with the state 
law must give way to the superior 
power of the legislative department 
of the state. Under this ruling the 
court holds that ordinances may be 
passed by a municipality requiring 
automobiles to stop at other places 
than those prescribed by statute pr to 
remain..standing for, a longer time 
than that fixed "by state law, but:the 
requirements must not be contrary to 
the letter or spirit of the statute. 
The cage arose over an arrest of 
Guy P. Dodge, a Madison justice of 
the peace, charged with violating a 
city ordinance which prohibits auto- 
mobiles from driving past standing 
street cars. The ordinance is upheld.

Blackbird Due Any Time Now. 
The red-winged blackbird and his 
two cousins, the rusty blackbird and 
the big noisy grackle are due any 
time now. If you want to see the 
early blackbird keep your ears open 
for blackbird notes overhead. A small 
flock will pass over you some day, 
calling as they fly. Or your first one 
may be seen on the top of some tall 
tree along the creek or river bank. 
When your neck is tired looking up 
for robins, bluebirds and 
grackles, 
rest it by looking for meadow larks, 
hot forgetting to keep the ears wide 
open. 
Meadow 
larks 
walk—walk, 
mind you, not liop—upon the ground, 
but the early, singing-, courting mead- 
ow lark likes a vantage point from 
which to charm some lady meadow 
lark witr his rich, rolling whistle. A

drinks. 
|The mischief is all due to 


atoms which can be • discerned only 
with the microscope. It would seem, 
theny in this age of asepsis, when the 
market is flooded with germicides, 
that one might keep the mouth free 
from bacteria, but that is impossible. 
These trouble-bringers are taken into 
the mouth with food and .with each 
breath. The mouth 
of man 
is the 
best incubator for bacteria in the 
world. But by the practice of proper 
cleanliness the danger o£ decay . is 
lessened. 
Mothers should teach chil- 
dren cleanliness as soon as the first 
teeth are' erupted, so that it shall 
become 
a 
habit 
to 
be 
followed 
through life. 
IThe necessity of im- 
pressing upon children the. fact that 
neglect 
of the teeth 
is an offense 
against 
cleanliness and 'good taste 
cannot be overestimated . Premature 
loss of the baby teeth is almost cer- 
tain 
to cause 
irregularities of the 
permanent teeth. 
The teeth of chil- 
dren and adults shoull be cleaned in 
the following manner Large particles 
of food should be removed from the 
teeth -with a quill toothpick or with 
what is known as dental floss. Wood- 
en 
toothpicks may 
be 
broken 
'off 
under the gums, and the gums may 
be wounded by metal toothpicks, so 
these 
forms 
should 
be. discarded.

The object in cleaning 
the i,tft^th 
before .. breakfast 
is to 
cleanpe... the mouth of any deposits 
that may have accumulated from 
gases arising from the stomach dur- 
ing sleep. And the object in cleans- 
ing the teeth before retiring is to 
brush off any particles of food that 
may not have been removed by pre- 
vious cleaning.

J. T. Sheafer Talks On Its Importance 


In Advertising—Hooper and Lowth 


Give Fine Addresses. 


That the new science of psycholo- 
gy has a wide influence extending to 
business, social problems, and educa- 
tion, was emphasized by speakers at 
the science night meeting at the Y. 
M. C. A. auditorium last evening. 


After Superintendent J. T. Hooper 


of the state school for the blind had 
explained the idea and scope of the 
science of psychology as it is now 
being worked out, in contrast to the 
old ideas, Principal F. J. Lowth of 
the county training school .gave an 
interesting and able 
paper dealing 


with suggestion, one phase of the sci- 
ence, and J. T. Sheafer of the high 
school faculty gave a few important 
facts of psychology as applied to busi- 
ness and especially to advertising. 
Mr. Hooper pointed 
out that the 
early school of psychologists which 
dated back to the time of Plato and 
the oriental 
pilosophers dealt with 
the mind by observing it within one- 
self. 
Upon this study they built an 
abstract 
science largely 
theoretical 
and largely encumbered with philoso- 
phical-conjecture. 
Not until the last 
half of the 
last 
century did there 
come a change in the science of psy- 
chology. With the advent and accept- 
ance of the theory of evolution came. 
the change in the 
method, and now I 
psychologists not 
only 
study their f 
own mind but they go outside them-! 
selves, studying the child's mind, the 
minds of savages and people not far 
advanced in the scale of civilization.
